In early times, wheu sandals were 
worn, it has been suggested that 
people were free from corns; but the 
has been doubted as ihe thongs 
between the toes ami at the side* 
the feet must, have caused them. It 
may be safely asserted that no his- 
orical period >{ives evidence of be- 
ing moro suitably provided with foot- 
wear than tbe present time. Pro- 
perly fitting footwear will generally 
prevent the formation of corns. 
Corns are caused by undue pres- 
sure on any part of the fool Tnere 
in a difference iu our constitutions 
which renders one persou more liable 
10 corns than another under tbe 
same cirennistauces. 

A person with a hot, dry baud and 
foot is predisposed to corns, wbile a 
parson with a fleshy, hot, moist 
hand or foot suffers less. Temporary 
relief may tie obtained for corns by 
taking off tbe shoes aud plaoing the 
feet in a horizontal poeition to cool. 
There is a multitude of remedies 
for the cure of corns advised. Mauy 
are simply made of grease, oil, 
plaster, and some are oaustio and 
give a slight relief. A simple bnt 
constant use of warm water and 
line is the beat remedy recom- 
mended. The feet should be bathed 
in hot watet the last thing at night, 
remaining in the water for about 
three minutes; then the oorn should 
he scraped with auy blunt instru- 
ment, and rubbed well with vase- 
line. They will feel more comfort- 
able the next day, but the same 
treatment must be persisted iu till 
the corns aie entirely extirpated, 
which will be in about ten or twelve 
days. If discontinued sooner the 
corns grow again. When once 

eradicated, the surest method tit 
pi event ing further recurrence of 
them is to wear properly fitting 
shoes — California Netvs.

Calicoon, August 33, 1917. 
To the Editor of the Deaf- Mutes' 
Journal : — 

Dear Sir : — The news of the 
death of Principal Currier has just 
reached me out here in Calicoon, 
where I am passing my vacation, 
and I hasten to express profound 
grief at his passing away. I know 
without doubt that the Jewish Com- 
munity of New York feel as 1 feel 
at tbe sad event. Many of them 
have known bim intimately as bis 
pupils and all have looked to him as 
their friend devoted to their best 
interests. Tbey mourn bim as such 
Most of my relations with Princi- 
pal Currier have been official in con- 
nection with my duties as executive 
secretary of the Society for the 
Welfare of the Jewish Deaf, but 
through them I have been able to 
sound the timbre of his character 
and ability, and bave learned to re- 
spect and admire him. I know him 
to have been an earnest, unselfish 
and devoted worker for the deaf, as 
one who was more than a Principal 
but a big hearted and cordial friend, 
as one whose loss would be felt. 

To estimate the social value of his 
work as Principal now would be un- 
just to his memory. We are much 
too near to obtain a proper perspec- 
tive and one that would be an ade- 
quate testimonial of his service. 
We still feel the shock of the loss 
of the man. Only later can we 
appreciate the loss of the worker. 
But yet at this time of national 
crisis, when we must call upon all 
the efforts of every friend of the 
deaf to preserve the work being 
done for the deaf and to establish 
more firmly tbe position of the deaf 
in the normal world, we feel his 
death all the more keenly. 

Perfect harmony existed In the 
relations of the Society for the Wel- 
fare of the Deaf and Principal Cur- 
rier, as well as between ourselves 
personally. I remember distinctly 
the last time we met — it was at the 
confirmation exercises of tbe relig- 
ious class for Jewish people, which 
we maintain at the Fanwood Institu- 
tion. I remember his hearty and 
cheering bearing, bis well-chosen 
and happy words of advice and en- 
couragement, the respect and love 
that shone in tbe faces of tbe pupils 
and reflected in his beaming 
countenance. I recall how well 
satisfied the parents were that their 
little ones were in the care of so 
capable a principal. All this and 
more makes me feel the loss of 
Principal Currier as the loss of a 
friend, 

I hardly dare venture into further 
reflections on Principal Currier. 
The space you would put at my 
disposal is limited, and I must check 
off the flow of reminiscences. My 
Society and the Jewish community 
will no doubt convey to you 
officially expressions of their regret 
at the death of Principal Currier and 
appreciation of his services to the 
cause of the deaf.

We 
do not know why he was not allow- 
ed to live to have the celebration, 
but it is God's will. We must be 
glad to know that Mr. Currier has 
rested from his meritous labor in be- 
half of the young deaf. From to- 
day let his name be always spoken 
of with great love, and let us revere 
his memory. That the great work 
Mr. Currier has left will be carried 
on as he would have it is my earnest 
prayer." 
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Now the laborer's task is o'er 
Now the battle day is past ; 
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Prof. Wm. G. Jones, for 41 years 
a teacher at the New York Institu- 
tion, writes : — 

" When I read the letter I receiv- 
ed yesterday morning, I felt as if I 
had got so bad a blow that I did not 
know what to do for a while. I can- 
not imagine why we have lost such 
a good man as Mr Currier so sud- 
denly. Through the introduction 
of military training into our school, 
and also through the establishment 
of the first brass band of tbe deaf in 
the world, he has made our school 
rise so gloriously that several other 
schools for the deaf have adopted 
our system. Still more to say, he 
succeeded in organizing a singing 
class of the deaf. I shall never for 
get how tbe visit of our cadets at 
Hartford stirred the hearts of those 
who witnessed their military tactics 
and heard their martial music. 

"All know that he was a very fine 
disciplinarian, and consequently the 
daily routine of tbe school went on 
smoothly. Morever, while be in- 
sisted that every employee in his 
school begin his or her work 
nptly, and performed his or her 
duties faithfully to the end of his or 
ber afternoon or evening work, he 
bad so soft a heart

Tbe boy who does this is a success 
wherever you find him, whether on 
the farm, in ihe shop, or behind 
(lie counter. Take the farmer who 
loves his work who studies the lat- 
est methods of farming and is up in 
all the departments of agriculture. 

Take the merchant who la not con- 

lenled to simply sell his goods over 
the counter, but to keep informed 
on every mailer pertaining to his 
business. There you will find the 
successful merchant,. 

That boy in the shop who is not 
Satisfied to do a certain amount of 
work and draw his wages, but who 
aspires lo know as much and tie as 
good a workman as his boss, that 
means Snocess. But there is little 
hope for the boy who permits a 
mere question Of salary to decide 
his future for him. ■-- Exchange. 

I wish eyery boy who is attending 
this school would read the good ad- 
vice which is given him above. 
For some lime I have given 
much thought to the boys heie who 
grow tired of one occupation and 
want lo seek another in our indus- 
trial training department. 

While our vocational training is 

limited, but every one of tbe trades 

taught is a good one, which will in 

sure of the boy who masters tbe trade 

of his Choice steady employment. 

But he must learn that, he can 
master no trade while changing 
from one t.o another, nor can In 
master one unless he puts hiinsell

But, lie who thinks only of gel- 
ting tbe lime in, or, becoming dis 
satisfied, changes from one shop to 
another, is the boy upon whom fail- 
ure is already stamped.

limes theirs size. Fill in the spaces 
between them wild a very thick 
growth of smaller trees — 100 feet 
high and a fool or so through — then 
below that a leafy undergrowth so 
denae as to be impenetrable lo 
either sight, or Inconiol ion. Thi- 
ll dergrowtb is of many varieties 
It puis out big leaves, small 

leaves; grows on hard slems, watery 
soft stems; it stands a loot high ol 

forty — generally both. 

"Underfoot aie ferns. Along the 
slanting trunk of trees grow other 
ferns and damp mosses. Streamers 
of muss depend from limbs and 
sway in Ihe currents ol air.
